NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 4th November, 2004 

</ s.o. 1235 (E).— Whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Power S.O. 1210 (E) dated 2 nd November, 2004 published in the 
Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) dated 2 
November 2004 issued under sub-section (3) of Section 58 of the Madhya 
Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 2000 (28 of 2000), the Central Government has 
appointed the 15 th day of November, 2000 as the date on which the Madhya 
Pradesh Electricity Board ceases to function and stands dissolved. The Madhya 
Pradesh Electricity Board will remain functional within the territory of 
successor state of Madhya Pradesh upto 31 st December, 2000. 

2. And whereas no agreement between the successor States of Madhya 
Pradesh and Chattisgarh has been reached for apportionment of assets, rights 
and liabilities of the said Board the Secretary (Power) held a meeting on 5 
June, 2004 and 28 th September, 2004 in which both the States have agreed to 
divide the assets on the basis of geographical nexus. There was no agreement 
on many other issues. 

3, Now, therefore, after duly considering the views of the successor State 
Governments and taking into account relevant factors, in exercise of powers 
conferred by sub-section (3) of the Section 58 of Madhya Pradesh 
Reorganisation Act, 2000 the Central Government hereby makes the following 
orders for the apportionment of the assets, rights and liabilities of the Madhya 
Pradesh Electricity Board between the successor Electricity Boards of Madhya 
Pradesh and Chattisgarh namely:- 

i) Assets: The fixed assets are divided on the basis of geographical 
nexus. 

ii) Liabilities: Long term liabilities are divided in the ratio of fixed 
assets i.e. 90:10 (MPSEB:CSEB). 

iii) Security deposits from consumers are apportioned on the basis of 
location of consumers and the liability on account of ED payable to 
the State Government be divided on the basis of ratio of 
consumption of power.

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iv) Other Current assets and current liabilities: The apportionment 
of other current assets and current liabilities shall be in the ratio of 
consumption of power i.e. 77.03:22.97 (MPSEB:CSEB)

v) Allocation of staff, posts and staff related liabilities: 

a) The post and staff would be allocated on the basis of 
recommendations of the State Advisory Committee-Electricity 
Board (SAC-EB) set up vide Ministry of Power order No. 
42/8/2000-R&R(Vol-V) B Part dated 6.1.2004. 

b) Staff related liabilities would be apportioned in accordance 
with the Ministry of Power letter No. 42/8/2000-R&R(Vol-V) 
dated 6.1.2004. 

vi) The States shall have full rights over the electricity generated from 
the generating stations allocated to the concerned State as per (i) 
above. 

4 . Details of assets and liabilities (other than receivable/payable to the State 
Governments) apportioned in manner as stated in para 3 above is enclosed. 
Assets/liabilities related to the State Governments in relation to erstwhile MPEB 
are not required to be distributed as the net amount thereof is subsumed in the 
above distribution of assets and liabilities. 


5 . This order supercedes Ministry of Power order, NO.42/8/2000-R&R, 
dated 12.4.2001 & 18.5.2001 and order NO.42/8/2000-R&R (VolJV) dated 
23.5.2003 which apportioned the assets, liabilities, rights and undertakings of 
the MPEB on provisional basis.

n Annual statement of accounts for the year 2000-01 (as on 
14 4.2001) as prepared by MPEB is available. The corresponding 
financial accounts as on date of dissolution i.e. 15.11.2000 is not 
available Since MPEB did not come forward to prepare and send 
statement of accounts as on 15.11.2000, efforts were made to 
work out the figures corresponding to this date from the availab e 
information as of 14.4.2001 as far as possible. Following specific 
information pertaining to period between 15.1L2000 to 
14 4.2001 about certain transactions having material effect on the 
assets and liabilities to be distributed have become available. 

a') CSEB had withheld the revenue collected from their RAOs and 
was meeting out their expenditure out of this revenue and as such 
had generated a surplus revenue of Rs. 305 crores 
reflected in the annual statement of accounts prepared by MPE 
for the year 2000-2001 (upto 14.4.2001) as Fixed Deposit in 
CSEB H.Q. This amount of assets being the net result of the 
operations of CSEB in the geographical area of Chhattisgarh 
exclusively, the same is not to be apportioned between MPSEB 

and CSEB. 

b) Following entities which were supplying power to MPEB have 
provided information about their outstanding dues on account of 
power purchase. 

i) NTPC has informed that its outstanding dues from MPEB on 
account of power purchase were Rs. 1252.88 crores as on 
15.11.2000 as against Rs.1360.87 crores on 15.4.2001. 
Therefore, the increase in the liability of Rs. 107.99 
crores is not to be distributed. 

ii) NPCIL has informed that its outstanding dues from MPEB on 
account of power purchase were Rs. 1218.94 crores as on 
15.11.2000 as against Rs. 1231.09 crores on 15.4.2001. 
Therefore, the increase in-the liability of Rs. 12.15 crores is 
not to be distributed.

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%) After taking note of the transactions mentioned at 1(a) and 1(b) 
above, the remaining assets and liabilities between the successor 
State Electricity Boards have been distributed with respect to date 
of dissolution i.e. 15.11.2000. Figures in all items will be treated 
as final unless it is proved otherwise on reconciliation by the 
concerned entities to their mutual satisfaction. 

3) Assets/liabilities have been allocated as far as possible to the 
state Electricity Board considering ease of handling the accounts. 
Therefore, Assets/Liabilities belonging to the field units have 
been allocated to corresponding concerned state and those 
belonging to head quarter to MPSEB. The division of various 
figures of Assets/Liabilities between field units of M.P & 
Chhattisgarh and H.Q of MPEB has been based on the 
information as furnished by MPEB. 

4 ) Based on the above criterion, allocations have been made and the 
difference between the share of allocation of cash assets (based 
on the power consumption ratio) and amount by actual allocation 
has been worked out. This works out to Rs. 46.21 crores as 
excess allocation of cash assets to MP State Electricity Board 
over and above its share. This has been adjusted by allocating file 
equivalent amount of additional liability to MP State Electricity 
Board. Similarly, a lower allocation of cash assets against the 
share (based on the power consumption ratio) amounting .to 
Rs.46.21 crores has been compensated in respect of Chhattisgarh 
State Electricity Board by allocation of equivalent lower liability.
